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To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of 

The  Urban  District  Coui:icil  of  Foodhall  Spa, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ivirs.  Famierj^  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  1969. 

The  luck  of  the  draw  in  the  causes  of  death  in  a  sma,ll  area 
has  been  favourable  -  as  I  commented  last  year  there  is  hope  that 
eventually  we  may  educate  the  public  into  wa3''s  of  life-  that  'iTill 
reduce  arterial  disease  and  so  strokes  fi.nd  cardiac  disease  null 
cease  to  be  major  causes  of  early  death.  Since  Foodhall  Spa  is 
remarkable  for  its  very  high  mean  age  at  death,  the  foregoing 
may  seem  odd  but  vjc  do  have  a  junior  population  and  ov/e  a.  duty  to 
them  to  protect  them  a,s  far  as  possible.  Over  eating  and  smoking 
are  known  hazards  to  -v/hich  reference  has  often  been  made  but 
against  which  taxation  and  inflation  will  do  more  than  local 
autjiority.  Fo  criticism  can  be  made  of  the  Councils'  facilities 
f or  physica,!  recreation  v/hich  is  believed  to  go  a  long  way  to 
preserve  the  circulation.  Unfortunately  the  most  practical  exercise 
for  the  bulk  of  the  population  -  in  both  senses  of  the  phrase  - 
is  quiet  v/a Iking  and  it  has  lost  its  popularity  even  with  the 
canine  population  to  which  also,  the  cot  is  evidently  a  status 
symbol.  Amongst  them  too,  lack  of  exercise  and  over -feeding  is 
a  prime  cause  of  early  death  so  that  dog -ownership ' and  proper 
care,  including  adequate  'walking  ma.j?'  v/ell  keep  dog  and  master  alive 
and  well.  Animals  in  d\/elling  houses  have  not  been  traditionally 
over-welcome  to  housing  authorities  \/ho,  iiievitablyj  hear  of  those 
v;ho  become  a  nuisance,  ’Nevertheless ,  we  are ‘all  members  of  one 
another  and  animals  raa^*"  well  be  the  necessary  friends  of  the  toddler, 
the  %ay-out''  teenager,  a-ud  as  v/e  all  1g?ov/  the  companion  of  the  aged 
and  lonely.  Possibly  only  the  latter  have  been  accepted  by  the 
community  generally  but  the. others  are  v/ell  worth  a  second  thought. 
Many,  as  soon  as  anima.ls  are  mentioned  think  first  of  disease  and, 
currently,  of  the  scare  over  rabies.  This  is  a  virus  disease  and 
in  common  with  other  viruses  diseases  like  measles  and  the  common 
cold  treatment  is  not  particularly  successful,  but,  unlike  the 
latter,  rabies  does  not  spontaneously  recover  and  most  interesting 
work  is  going  on  on  the  production  of  a  safe  vaccine  capable 
of  reliably  preventing  rabies  in  a  iDerson  or  animal  bitten  by  a 
rabid  animal.  The  hazard  in  this  prut  of  the  countr3/  is  infinitismal 
but  public  alarm  is  out  of  Cvll  proportion.  In  fact,  even  in  the 
absence  of  proper  treatment,  the  bite  of  a  rabid  aninal  is 
follo^/ed  b37-  disease  in  only  a  minorit^r  of  cases.  Before  leaving  the 
question  of  animal  bites,  it  is  v/ell  knovn  to  doctors  that  the  bites 
of  all  animals  including  man,  if  severe  enough  to  cause  breakage  of 
skin  and  marked  bruising  carry  some  (probably’'  quite  small)  risk  of 
tetanus  and  it  is  usual,  therefore,  to  give  a  booster  of  tetanus 
toxoid  to  an  already?-  immunized  person  (i.e,  most  children  and  most 
v/ho  served  in  the  armed  services). 
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If  the  person  bitten  has  not  been  properly  immunized,  hov/ever, 
the  relative  risk  from  the  bite  and  from  the  administration  of 
scrum  must  be  carefully  considered.  It  is  notable,  hov/ever, 
that  when  bitten  by  their  ovm  pet,  not  suspected  of  being  ill, 
few  people  seek  medical  advice  or  come  to  any  harm.  On  balance, 
the  advantages  of  house -animals  to  their  ov/ners  must  be  seen  as 
far  outweighing  the  definite  but  remote  risks,  either  of  rabies 
or  other  transmissible  diseases. 

The  birth  rate  in  the  Spa  fluctuates  vsLdely  from  year  to 
year  because  the  numbers  are  so  small  that  one  birth  more  or 
less  makes  a  big  difference  in  the  rate.  This  is  even  more 
true  in  the  case  of  the  minute  figures  for  illegitimac^T-, 
where  a  mere  Z|.  births  produce  a  illegitimacy  rate  of  l^'':".. 

Sanitarily,  the  Spa  contrives  to  survive  despite 
increasing  difficulties;  the  increase  in  cars  has  made  their 
accommodation  in  a  place  not  planned  for  them,  either  moving  or 
static,  a  matter  for  concern.  The  continued  increase  in  bulk 
of  refuse  and  declining  dry  ash  content  has  increased  the 
difficulty  both  of  collection  and  disposal.  Increased  building 
of  new  dv/ellings  results  in  an  increased  volume  of  sewage, 
albeit  v/ithout  much  increase  in  solids,  calling  for  more  work 
from  the  pumping  equipment  and  the  v/orks  to  remove  the  solids, 

Viith  the  chronic  problem  of  massive  infiltration  of  soil  water, 
the  prospect  is  a  daunting  one.  It  is  tempting  to  think  that 
amalgamation  of  districts  into  a  unitary  authority,  coimanding 
vast  financial  resources,  would  deal  ivith  these  problems  promptly. 
However,  no  suggestion  has  been  made  as  to  how  these  large 
authorities  would  get  the  day-to-day  information  or  whether,  in 
the  welter  of  other  matters,  they  would  act  more  effectively, 
remain  to  be  seen,.  It  seems  apparent  that  for  a  local  authority 
to  be  reasonably  efficient  it  should  be  big  enough  to  hold  reserves 
of  men,  machinery  a.nd  money  for  the  occasional  crisis,  mthout 
having  to  question  v/hether  ’’its  in  the  estimates”. 

Notifications  of  infectious  disease  remain  quite  minimal. 

This  is,  of  course,  an  artefact;  resulting  from  Ministr^^  decisions 
on  which  infectious  diseases  shall  be  deemed  notifiable.  Mumps, 
German  Measles  and  Chicken  Pox  can  rage  wdthout  my  official 
knov/ledge,  as  can  tonsillitis,  so  long  as  the  patient  does  not  get 
a  rash,  for  tonsillitis  with  a  rash  becomes  scarlet  fever.  Most 
of  the  traditional  fevers  are  now  well  under  control  and  preventive 
medicine  is  more  concerned  wdth  other  aspects  of  the  quality  of 
life,  but  regular  reporting  of  any  cases  of  those  diseases  against 
which  immunization  is  practised  is  vital  to  ensuring  that  our 
material  and  methods  remain  effective.  This  is  especially  traie  of 
v/hooping  couhg  in  which  variations  of  antigenic  strain  occur  every 
few  years,  necessitating  the  isolation  of  the  new  strain  and 
modification  of  the  vaccine  to  include  it.  The  grape-vine  suggests 
that  this  may  be  happening  at  present  but,  in  the  absence  of 
notifications  or  laboratory  isolation, one  can  only  guess. 
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’■■ater  Supply  has  been  long-standing  difficulty  in  the  Spa 
for  those  involved  and,  occasionally  :v/ith  the  public.  Clriginally 
the  Vforks  ormed  by  this  Council  were  reasonably'’  adequate  for  the 
needs  of  the  community  but,  when  taken  over  by  the  "^''ater  Board, 
it  v/as  believed  a  magic  wand  \/ould  remove  all  problems.  'Ibrks 
have  been  done  aimed  at  the  long-term  improvement  in  the  supplyr 
and  delivery.  In  the  course  of  these  works,  the  velocity  of  water 
in  mains  has  been  altered  so  that  loose  rust  from  ca.st-iron  pipes 
is  stirred  up  and  muddy  water  com.es  from  taps.  If  v/ater  ’vrcre 
unlimited  at  source,  mains  flushing  would  be  value  but  \rLth  limited 
supx-'lies,  flushing  can  only  be  dome  under  controlled  conditions. 

During  the  year  the  question  of  refuse -tijpping  space  was 
again  considered,  Vdiilst  a  certain  amount  more  space  may’'  be 
created  on  the  existing  site  it  is  evident  that  neither  the  local 
land  owner  nor  the  County'-  Council  arc  prepared  to  allov/  any' 
extension  of  the  site  and  that  the  alternative  ■'.vLll  greatly 
increase  the  cost  of  collection  by  increasing  the  length  of 
jo-urneyr  (to  the  .R,D's  tip).  The  possibility'’  has  to  be  en-visaged 
of  either  tv/o  vehicles  and  drivers  or  one  Ifirge  vehicle  which 
■would  make  only  one  trip  to  the  tip  each  day.  itli  the  proposals 
of  the  Maud  Committee,  it  seems  unlikely/  that  any  coi-nmittmcnt  vd.ll 
be  undertaken  by/  this  Co-unci  1. 

1969  was  not  a  y'^ear  of  achievement  in  the  Council  Housing, 
'The  initi.al  group  of  dwellings  for  the  elderly  having  been  very/ 
vrell  received,  i-t  -was  resolved  during  the  y'^ear  to  build  a  further 
group  similar  in  concept  to  the  recently  completed  scheme  in 
Horncastle.  A  start  is  cxoected  early  in  1970. 

During  the  y/ear  there  were'four  cases  of  deaths  resulting 
from  conditions  not  normally''  inevitablyr  fatal.  This  is  a  high 
percenta.ge  of  the  total.  Two  cases  were  of  conditions  that  are 
aliways  life-tlireatening  and  in  which  the  element  of  chance  fell 
unliappily  but  the  t'v/o  ’women  who  died  of  cancer  of  the  neck  of  the 
womb  are  most  ’unlikely'-  to  have  been  examined  in  accordance  vdth 
the  Ministry’s  scheme.  Ha.d  they  been  so  exaiTiined  it  is  most 
probable  that  the  disease  could  have  been  found  at  a  stage  V7hen 
cvire  is  virtually  certain. 

The  year  has  been  rem^irkably'-  free  from  infectious  disease  - 
only  one  case  of  infectious  hepatitis-  ( cat^irrhal  jaundice)  being 
reported.  Minor  outbreaks  of  measles  occurred  in  196?  and  I968 
but  in  ho  way  en.ough  to  rule  out  further  cases  in  19^9  or  70. 
’’.'hooping  Cough  is  nov/  rare  in  all  of  my/  districts  duo,  no  doubt 
to  efficient  Immunisation,  but  the  incidence  of  Measles,  in  I968 
v/as  so  high  in  other  districts  that  its  absence  in  I969  was 
predictable  even  vdthout  any  vaccination  against  it.  Consequently'-, 
too,  there  were  fev;  children  left  to  be  vaccinated. 


Currently  the  announcement  of  a  vaccine  against  G-eman 
Measles  is  ’'news".  The  disease  is  usually  trivial  except  to  the 
•S7oman  in  early  pregnancy  whose  child  runs  a  serious  risk  of 
being  grossly  injured  -  to  the  point,  in  fact,  when  some 
people  feel  that  the  pregnancy  should  be  aborted.  This  should 
bo  a  last  resort  and  a  confession  of  failure  since  a  more 
conservative  approach  vrould  be  to  ensuxe  that  women  do  not 
contorrplate  pregnancy  without  first  becoming  immune  to  german 
measles;  either  by  vaccination  or  natural  attack. 

The  cost  to  the  community  of  te.minating  a  pregnancy  is 
considerable  whilst  that  of  catering  for  a  seriously  handicapped 
person  tlxoughout  life  may  be  truly  enormous.  This  is  the 
background  against  which  the  cost  of  immunising  probably  thousands 
of  girls  to  prevent  one  case  of  a  damaged  foetus,  must  be  assessed. 
The  matter  is  medically  practical  and  the  question  remains  one 
of  the  individual  or  national  cost,  A  dose  of  vaccine  costs 
roughly  a  pound;  plus  the  cost  of  adiTiinistration,  The  situation 
is  rather  similar  to  that  of  poliom^^elitis  where  again  there  is 
a  small  risk  of  an  overwhelming  catastrophe, 

I  must  not  conclude  vd-thout  onoa again  thanking  all  members 
of  the  Council  and  the  Officers  and  ^taff  for  their  v/illing 
co-operation  throughout  the  year.

Copies  of  hacteriological  reports  are  received  regularly. 

The  Department  is  now  pressing  health  authorities  to  carry 
out  a  policj?"  of  fluoride  correction  on  public  water  supplies. 

After  11  years  study,  the  benefits  have  been  clearly  shorm 
T.'hilst  adverse  effects  have  not.  Until  it  is  implemented 
I  can  only  continue  to  advocate  "tea  for  toddlers”  as  a  j^artial 
source  of  the  fluoride  they  need. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disp o s a^ 


Some  difficulties  v/ere  experienced,  apparently  through 
ingress  of  large  quantities  of  builders  sand  into  a  sevver,  involving 
considerable  expense  in  its  removal,  because  of  the  unfortunate 
nature  of  the  subsoil  surrounding  the  sewers. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


No  solution  has  been  found  to  the  problem  of  where  to  deposit 
the  refuse  without  offence  to  health  or  amenity.
